The files of the WO contain no derogatory information concerning 
-SOLOMON HENRY TURKEL. TURKEL was interviewed at the Operations Research 
Office, Johns Hopkins Institute, 6U10 Connecticut Avenue, N.W., at which 
time he evidenced a desire to cooperate with this office in any investiga- 
tion. According to TURKEL he had been employed at the Argonne Laboratory, 

Zb Chicag0 ’ up to the spring of 19i*6 at which time he went to Cleveland to 

visit the NACA establishment having in mind the possible obtaining of eurolqy- 
ment at the latter place. Dpring this visit he was referred to ALFRED 
BOBRCWSKI a physicist and apparently in charge of a section of the laboratory. 

, BOBROWSKI showed TURKEL through the laboratory during the course of the 
visit and quite possibly introduced him to some employees there although 
TURKEL could not recall the names of any such employees. In July 191*6 
TURKEL was employed with NEPA at NACA at Oak Ridge and subsequently had 
occasion to correspond with the NACA at Cleveland by letter in the course 
of his duties but did not thereafter visit the Cleveland laboratory.
